A temporary administrative stay pending expedited review by a panel of the Court issued 
earlier today. The order further provided that a scheduling order would issue in the ordinary 
course. 


Appellee Cyrus R. Vance moves for expedited consideration of both the motion for a stay 
pending appeal as well as the merits of the appeal and proposes a briefing schedule with 
argument to be held on October 11, 2019. Appellee Vance also requests that if the appeal is 
not submitted to a merits panel on October 11, 2019, the Court hold argument on the motion for 
a stay pending appeal on that date. Appellant proposes a briefing schedule that contemplates 
consolidated argument of the stay motion and merits of the appeal after October 18, 2019. The 
United States Department of Justice, as amicus in support of Appellant, proposes that its brief be 
due on or before October 11, 2019. 
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IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that expedited consideration of both the request for a stay 
pending appeal and the merits of the appeal is granted. Under the circumstances, the motion for 
a stay pending appeal is too closely linked to the underlying merits to be argued 
separately. Appellant’s brief is due Friday, October 11, 2019 at 5:00 pm. The United States 
Department of Justice’s amicus brief in support of Appellant is due at the same time. Appellees’ 
briefs are due Tuesday, October 15, 2019 at 5:00 pm. Appellant’s reply brief is due Thursday, 
October 17, 2019 at 5:00 pm. Argument will be scheduled as early as the week of October 21, 
2019. The temporary administrative stay remains in effect until argument is completed.
